Sampson's Fleet Searches in Vain 


for the Spaniards* 


FLOTILLA SAID TO HAVE RE- 


TURNED TO PORT OF CADIZ. 


Washington, May 10 — Special—Up to 9 o'clock this 


morning nothing had been heard from 
Sampson's fleet. 


Word is anxiously awaited by all. 
The fact that there is yet 


no news strengthens the theory that the Spanish fleet from St. 
Vincent sailed for some other point than San Juan. 
Samp- 


son probably moved upon Porto Rico under orders to take or 
sink Spain's fleet and secure supremacy over Porto Rico. 
Should this fleet fail to appear Sampson will doubtless use his 
own judgment about now attacking Porto Jlico. 


Washington May lO—Special—Secretary Long has re- 


ceived a cablegram announcing the arrival of the Cape Verde 
fleet at Cadiz. 


'Was Merely a Scout. 


New York May 10—Special—A cablegram from St. 


Thomas, West Indies, declares that the Spanish cruiser Isabel 
II., which called there yesterday and sent cipher telegrams to 
Spain, was sailing to warn the Cape Verde fleet that the 
American fleet under Sampson was on its way to blockade 
Porto Rico and endeavor to entrap the Spanish ships. 


Insurgents Are Turbulent. 


Hong Kong, May 10 —Special—Advices from Manila 


say Dewey finds that the insurgents around Manila are be- 
coming dangerous, and that neither he nor the Spanish au- 
thorities are able to control them 
Massacres are said to be 


occurring daily, in which many wo'men and children are killed. 
Admiral Montejo is said to have been killed by the rebels. 


It is stated that the hospital of San Rocque, filled with 


Spanish soldiers, \\as set on fire by shells from the Boston, 
and that sisters of charity were killed while removing the 
wounded. 


Returned to Spain. 


London, May 10—Special—It is reported that the Cape 


Verde fleet has returned to the Spanish coast. Four cruisers, 
one torpedo boat and three torpedo boat destroyers have re- 
turned. 


Washington, May 10—Special—It is not believed here 


that the Cape Verde squadron has returned to Spain. Its de- 
lay in arriving off Porto Rico is attributed to the slow move- 
ments of the coal transports. 
The vessels of war must con- 


form their speed to that of the other craft, which is little more 
than ten miles an hour. 


Austria's Neutrality.

of Austria's neutrality in the war between the United States 
and S;*ain.
